We 
hope the project will soon take 
tangible shape and are assured 
that the people behind the enter- 
prise, if they make up their minds 
to build, will go at it in earnest, 
and when built Mt. Sterling, with 
the line lo Lexington which now 
seems assured, and this one will be 
a center of attraction, and we hope 
t® see both roads in operation by 
January, 1904.

Specimens Seldom Survive Transporta- 
tion from Borneo Boms, 

The latest arrival which has 
I found a home in the new ape house in 
a prominent London park is a young 
| male example of the long-nosed, or 
| proboscis, monkey (Nasalialarvatus), 
confined to the island of Borneo, 
aoys the London Field. 
I This animal was made known to 
•cience in 1781 by Baron Wurmb, 
the governor of Batavia. This is the 
fret specimen brought alive to Eng- 
land, and as it dad fairly well on the 
passage, and is now settling down in 
ita quarters, feeding well at frequent 
intervals, one may hope that it will 
live for tome time. 
V | Even in the gardens at Bultonzorg 
there has been great difficulty in 
keeping these monkeys in confine- 
ment.
